.appeal to their Deities as Witneſſes. of the. 
Juſtice of their Cauſe, and profeſſedly to put

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themſelves under their Protection ® And 
when the Strife of War has ceaſed, pacifick 
Treaties have generally been confirmed by 
the Sanction of mutual Oaths ; and the Feſ- 
tivities which have accompanied the Conclu- 
ſion of them, have crouded the Temples with 
Worſhippers, as well as the Streets and Hou- 
ſes with Tokens of Rejoicing. Well then 
may ſuch Cuſtoms prevail in Chr:zft:an States, 
where our Dependance on Divine Providence 
is known to ſuch Advantage; and moſt ſuit- 
able is it to a Sovereign, who eſteems it his 
Honour to be called h Defender of the Faith, 
after having ſo often called us together to ſup- 
plicate the Divine Bleſſing on his Arms, thus 
to aſſemble us this Day to return our Thanks 
to the great Diſpoſer of all Events, for the 
Succeſs with which he has crowned our Ne- 
gotiations of Peace. And ſurely our chear- 
ful Compliance is the more evidently reaſon- 
able, as all the Succeſſes of the War abroad, 
glorious as ſome of them have indeed been, 
were ſo balanced by Events of a different 
Nature, that our Governours (who ſing not 
Uÿ „n 1227 or ped onort ion 


Lam perſuaded, that the 149th. Palm is an Ode of 
this Kind, that was ſung, when David's Army was march- 
ing out to War againſt the Remnant of the devoted Nations, 
and firſt went up in ſolemn Proceſſion to the Houſe of Go 
there as it were to conſecrate the Arms he put into their 

ands. The Beds referred to, ver. 5. on wvhich they were 
ts feng alhbud, were probably the Couches on which they lay

Te Deum in vain,) did not think it conve- 
nient to appoint one Day of general Thankſ⸗ 
giving on the Account of them. 

As we well know Divine Providence to bs 
comnverned;i che: in the minuteſt Affairs of 
the Animal or Vegetable Creation, we muſt 
certainly, on the moſt obvious Principles, 
acknowledge its: Interpoſition where large 
Communities of Men are in Queſtion : With 
relation to theſe it is peculiarly ſaid, I form 
he Light, and create Darkneſs ;, I make Peace, 
and create Evil; I the LORD do all theſe 
Things (a). And as a careful. Attention- to 
Providence 1s always our Duty and Intereſt, 


it will eſpecially appear ſo in Proportion to 
the. Importance of the Events it produ- 


ces and directs. To ſuch Reflections there 
fore I would this Day invite you, and I 
know not how to do it better than in the 


Words of the Jext; which are the more 


ſuitable, as the Viciſſitudes to which they im- 


mediately relate are evidently of a publick 


Nature ; Circumſtances, whereby Men were. 


on the one Hand bleſſed with Proſperity and 


Plenty, or on the other Hand diminiſhed and 
brought lu, thro Oppreſſion, Aﬀtittion and Sor- 


uu (b), by ſuch Revolutions as did not only 
affect Numbers of private Perſons, but poured 
Contempt upon Princes, and cauſed thoſe that 


had once been diſtinguiſhed, -perhaps in Ci- 
fee, Provinces, or Armies, to wander forlorn 
6 in 
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in the traflleſ Wilderneſs (c). All theſe 


Things are ſuppoſed under a Moral Govern-. 


ment and Super-intendency, which ſhould 
at length cauſe the Righteous to rejoice, and 
Tniquity, how loudly ſoever it had for a while 
triumphed. and inſulted, 20 flop its Mouth, 


confounded and aſhamed. And then it is 


added, Whoſo is wiſe, he will obſerve theſe 
T, bings ; fo obſerve them, as to ſee the ſecret 
Hand of Gop in them, even where the Train 
of Events is moſt natural : And they who 
attend to them in this Light, ſhall under- 
and the Loving- Kindneſs of the LORD to 
them that fear him, which ſhall emerge glo- 
rioufly out of every Cloud that might_ſeem 
for a while to darken it. Thus the P/a/m 
ends: And the Prophecy of Hoſea concludes 
with a paſſage exactly parallel to this, in 
which my Text ſeems to be quoted and pa- 
raphraſed : Who is wiſe, and he ſhall under- 


ftand theje Things? prudent, and he ſhall know 


them? for the 2 of the LORD are right, 
and the Juſt fhall walk in them; but the Tranſ- 
greſſors Troll fall therein (e). 
Permit me then ſolemnly to call you this 
Day, to make a ſerious Pauſe, and to em- 
loy that Receſs from other Buſineſs which 
the Seaſon and the Place gives, in looking 
back upon the Series of Events thro which 
we have lately paſſed, as thoſe that, believing 
the univerſal Goocrtumnant of Gon, would re

gard the Works of the LORD, and confider the 
Operation of his Hands. (f) The Power of 


Reflection is the Glory of the rational Na- 


ture: May we now be directed to a proper 
Uſe of it! and it will afford us a calm Plea- 
ſure, which, though in theſe Circumſtances 
not unchaſtiſed with Pain, is nevertheleſs 
much to be preferred to all the Joys of a li- 
centious Mirth, to the Laughter of Fools, 
which Solomon eſteemed but as the crackling 
of Thorns under a Pot (g). | 

It would very ill become me, to pretend 
to a Knowledge of the ſecret Springs of 
thoſe Events which have lately paſſed before 
us, or to ſet up for any peculiar Penetration 
in judging of Things which are moſt appa- 
rent, But there are certain obvious Remarks 
which ariſe from Circumſtances univerſally 
known, which though they be important in 


proportion to the Degree in which they are 


obvious, ſome for want of Attention may 
not fall upon, and others may not diſcern in 
that Connection which is like to render them 
moſt uſeful. | I think it therefore congruous 
to the Relation in which I ſtand to you, and 
to the Occaſion of this Day's Aſſembly, to 
endeavour to guide your Meditations to them, 
and to aſſiſt you indwelling on the Review. 

Let me then mention ſeveral Things which 
have lately paſſed before the Eyes of all Eu- 
rope, as worthy of your farther Remem-

brance and Conſideration. And I hall en- 
deayour to do it without any unneceſſarily 


ſevere Reflections upon thoſe of our Neigh-

When Hoſtilities were ance com- 
menced, many of the Events moſt grievous 
to us were juſtifiable by the Laws of Nati- 
ons: And ſo far as Ambition, or any other 
evil Principle, might be the Occaſions of 
opening them, may the great Prefſerver of 
Men forgive it, and make us and our new; 
Friends for the future wiſer and happier ! In 


the mean Time, as the moſt ſolemn Acts of 


mutual Reconciliation have paſſed, it would 
be unworthy the Generoſity of Britons, to re- 


| hearſe the Wrongs, they could not but once 


apprehend and reſent, But it is furely con- 
fiſtent with the fincereſt Reconciliation, and 
with all the Rules of Propriety and Decency, 


on ſuch an Occaſion as this, to commemo- 


rate the Divine Goodneſs to us in Events, 
which during the Breach were afflictive to 
thoſe who were then our Enemies: And it is 
with no unfriendly; Diſpoſitiod that we wiſh, 
they likewiſe may remember tliem for their 
future Inſtruction. I ſhall not therefore make 
any farther Apology, for what of this Na- 
ture may occur; but proceed to thoſe Re- 
flections, which may be naturally ſuggeſted 
from what we may caſily recolte& of the 


Riſe, Progreſs, and Cuncluſion of the War;

I. Let us recollect, how much we are ob- 

liged to the Divine Goodneſs, that 
the late War hath not proved our De- 
ſtruction, or that of our Proteſtant 
Neighbours. 


Nothing is more common, than for thoſe 
who have long been pampered with the 
Bleſſings of Peace, in the Height of their 
Spirits, to plunge themſelves into War with 
-a Kind of wanton Confidence, like that 
with which e Horſe ruſhes into the Battle (h): 
But the Iſſue has been ſo frequent, that it 
grew into a Proverb many Ages ago, they who 
take the Sword periſh with the Sword (i). Let 
us adore the Divine Goodneſs, that Great 
Britain is not added to the Inſtances which 
illuſtrate it, It is the more reaſonable par- 
ticularly to acknowledge it, conſidering how 
ill we were provided with ſome Kind of 
Preparations, and how deſtitute of Alliances 
when the War with Syain broke out; and 
how deplorably, I will not pretend to ſay by 
what ſad Fatality, we have ſince been diſ- 
appointed in our Expectations from ſome, 
who were moſt evidently joined with us in a 
Community of publick Intereſt, had pub-

But it is ſufficient to have hinted at this. 
Let me rather eall back your Thoughts this 
Day to the Storm that hung over us, when 
France was preparing for ſo formidable an In- 
vaſion, and Gop blew with bis Wind, and 
ſeattered them (k), and ſtrewed their own 
Shores with the Wreck of thoſe Ships and 
Men, which had been armed for our Deſtruc- 
tion; an Event, the Importance of which there 
were few that then thoroughly underſtood, 


more diſtinctly upon us. I here refer to that 


made, by the Enemies of Britain at Home, 
in Concurrence with thoſe abroad. And let 
me now more ſolemnly recall to your Re- 
membrance that Day of Alarm and Con- 
ſternation, when a little Spring from the 


beneath our Notice, (and was unhappily too 
much deſpiſed,) ſwelled on a ſudden into a 
Torrent, that deluged half our Land: When 
Battalions of deſperate and infatuated Men, 
having conſecrated their Swords to our De- 
ſtruction in Blood ever to be lamented, bent 
on compleating the Ruin of their Country, 
came pouring upon us with ſuch ſavage Fu- 
ry and unreſtrained Impetuoſity; till it pleaſ-

he ſpeaks of the proud Aſyrian, to put a 
| Hook into their Noſe, and a Bridle into their 
Paws, to turn them back. by the Way which 
' they came (I), even like him, 7o their own 
Land, that they might per:/þ there, Dwell, 
Sirs, on an Idea, which I hope is already fa- 
miliar to your Mind, and ought for ever to 
be retained, Do you not even now trem- 
ble to think, what the Conſequence would 
probably have been, if thoſe Weſterly Winds 
which blew almoſt continually during the 


| fame Seaſon of the laſt Year, had then been 


commiſſioned to detain our Forces on the 


Continent? What an Ara had that been in 
the Britiſb Hiſtory! What a Spectacle to 
Europe! What a Lamentation to Ages un- 
born! But Gop wafted over to us. ſpeedy 
Deliverance, ſo that not a Company was 
kept back; nay, I think I may add, hardly 
a Man or a Horſe miſcarried. A Delive- 
rance, greatly endeared to us by the Hand 
_ that brought it, and by the Remembrance of 
thoſe importunate Prayers which we had ſo 
often preſented in the Day of our Diftreſs. 
Purſue the Reflection, and let your Hearts 
this Day feel anew the tender and lively 
Gratitude, which you owe to Gor, and ta 
your Human Prote&ors. 

It becomes us alſo this Day moſt thank- 
fully to recollect, in what undiſturbed Tran- 
quility we have generally lived, during this

Ten Years War; fitting as in the 5 
Peace under our own Vines and Fig-trees (m); 
as intire Strangers to thoſe grievous, Deſola- 
tions and horrid Spectacles, which ſo many 
Thouſands of our Neighbours have known, as 
if no Sword had ever been unſheathed. We im- 
mediately owe it to the Vigilance of our Go- 
vernors, and the Advantages of our Situation, 
in Concurrence with the Strength of our Na- 
vy, and the Conduct, Courage and Fidelity 
of thoſe to whom the Command of it was 
intruſted, (and which the contrary Charac- 
ter and Bchapiour of ſome in their Station 
has, alas, too unhappily illuſtrated :) But 
let us remember, that the Governors, the 
Situation, the Navy, the Commanders, in 
which we rejoice, are the Gifts of a kind Pro- 
vidence, and are to be acknowledged as ſuch. 
Let the Safety of Britain and its Provinces, 
in Conſequence of all, be the Subject of our 
repeated and continued Thanſgivings. Nor 
let us be ſo unfeeling for the Preteftant In- 
tereſt in general, ſo forgetful of former Be- 
nefits, ſo inſenſible even of our own preſent 
and future Security, as not to rejoice, that 
our Allies, and eſpecially the United Provin- 
ces, have Thared with us in the Reſcue Gon 
path been pleaſed to give ps. Let us adore 
the Almighty, that thoſe Prayers for. their 
Safety ty, * 9 we had ſo much Reaſon to u-

thing to do but to gird on our Terrors, and 
make the Earth tremble. As if, according 
to the beautiful Manner in which Jaiab de- 
ſcribes the Pride of the ASrian, we might 
at pleaſure go to the Nations that had offend- 
ed us, as ſecurely and irreſiſtibly as to 10e 
Neft of ſome little inſignificant Bird, and ga- 
ther their Riches, as one gathereth Eggs that 
are left, and there [ould 5 none to move the 
Wing, or to open the Mouth, or to peep (q]. 
But the Event proved very different: We 
found, there was ſuch a thing as Military Pru- 
dence, and Strength, and Bravery among 
our Enemies, as well as among ourſelves : 
And after all the vain Parade with which we 
ſet out, we returned, in repeated Inſtances, 
diſappointed and aſhamed; ſo as to have evi- 
dent Reaſon, after ſuch vaſt Preparations, 
and ſuch preſumptuous Confidence, to apply 
to ſeveral of - our Projects and Attempts the 
Words of  {/rael by the fame Prophet (r), 
Ne have been with Child, we bave been in 
Pain; we have as it were brought forth Wind; 
we . have nat wrought any Deliverance in the 
Earth, neither have the Inhabitants of . the 
World fallen before us. For fucceeding Years 
during our War with France, though. the 
Britiſh Soldiery to their immortal Honour 
behaved ſo bravely, we heard not of one Bat- 
tle gained, of one Town taken by us ar our 
Allies, on the . While on the O- 

ther

ther hand, we received repeated Information 
of Actions, in which we had greatly the 
Di :ſadvantage, and in which Victory was 
ſnatched out of our Hands by Accidents ſo 
ve xatious, that they are not, even at this Diſ- 
tance, to be, named ; and of fine Towns, 
more than Memory can number, loſt to 
the Enemy almoſt as faſt as their Forces 
could march from one of them to another, 
ſome without any Reſiſtance, and moſt of 
the reſt with only a Feint of Defence. 
Iheſe, Sirs, are mortifying, but they are 
indiſputable Truths; and they muſt ſtand 
upon Record, not indeed to the Shame of 
our Forces or our Generals, but for the In- 
ſtruction of Generations to come, that 20:7 
good Advice they may make War (s); and 
that, how well ſoever the Meaſures of it 
may ſeem to be concerted, they may not, 
while girding on their Harneſs, boaſt as if 
they were putting it off (t). I know, that by 
the War ſome particular Intereſts hats been 
largely advanced, and many conſiderable Ad- 
vantages for Commerce, while we remained 
ſo inconteſtably Maſters of the Ocean, gained, 
which to thoſe concerned in them have more 
than ballanced their Share in the Publick 
Expence: But I cannot imagine, that had 
the Nation diſtinctly foreſeen all the Conſe- 
quences, they would have engaged in it with the 
Eagerneſs they did, when I ſuppoſe the whole 
Gain

Gain hat en be bet dn at "the Fust "if 
the Account, to ballance the Loſs of ſo many 
Thouſand Lives, and ſo many Millions of 
Treaſure, is this, That ſome of our Neigh- 
bours are perhaps more exhauſted than — 
and are leſs able, ſhould they immediately 
attempt it, to make themſelves terrible to 


the Liberties of Europe, On the whole, 


juſt as our Cauſe, and upright and ſtre- 
nuous as our Meaſures were, it appears to 
have been the Scheme of Providence, to ſave 
Great-Britain from finking into Ruin, rathet 
than to exalt it : And we have much great- 
er Reaſon to wonder, when we conſider . 
our Circumſtances in Compariſon with our 
Characters, that Ruin- was averted, than 


that fo few memorable Advantages were 


gained, or ſome ſenſible Inconyeniences in- 


| curred, In theſe Views, 


III. Let us acknowledge the Divine In- 
terpoſition, which facilitated ſo equita- 
ble a Peace as that which we this Day 
I 


I ſhall not enter into any large Diſcourſe 
on the Bleſſings of Peace in general; fince, 
how proper ſoever it may be to recollect 
them at preſent, the Subject is trite, and 
many of the moſt material Thoughts which 
might illuſtrate it, ſufficiently obvious. But 
I would hint at ſome Things, which are 


pecu- 
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peculiar to the preſent Occaſion. I am per- 
ſuaded, diſtant Poſterity will wonder, that 
ſo equitable a Treaty ſhonld take Place, when 
they conſider a Variety of attending Circum- 
ſtances, and compare them with the great 
Rapidity and Extent of the French Conqueſts, 
and the evident Superiority with which they 
threatned he Low Countries, and by à ne- 
ceſſary Conſequence Britain itſelf, and all 
its Allies. To ſuppoſe this to have been 
owing to ſome ſudden Change in the Spirits 
of Men, moderating their Ambitious Views, 
and aſſwaging their Thirſt of Plunder and 
of Empire, would increaſe rather than abate 
the Wonder; and there are Incidents by 
which, on very different Principles, the 
Chapge of Meaſures may be accounted for; 
but they are ſuch as ſtill leave Room to ſay, 
eſpecially when compared with each other, 
that it 7s the LORD's doing, and marvel- 
lous in our Eyes (u). 

In this View we (hall naturally think of 
our late Succeſſes at Sea, in the firſt place; 
whereby the Deſigns of hoſtile Powers were 
rendered abortive, " a. thoſe Naval Prepara- 
tions which were intended to ruin our Colo- 
nies, were led home in Triumph to our 
own Shores, and made at length to pour that 
Vengeance on themſelves, which they had 
| meditated againſt us; whilſt the Opportuni- 
ty which our Maritime Force gave us of 

2 | by. 
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cutting off their Trade, and at the ſame Time 
of extending our own, added Strength to the 
Sinews of War amongſt us, which it weak- 
ened amongſt them. Nor are we to conſi- 
der that ever memorable Series of Providence 
which gave Cape Breton into our Hands, 
as inſignificant to this End. For though 
important Reaſons obliged the Government 
to reſtore it, it is certain, the Poſſeſſion which 
we actually had of ſo valuable a Jewel of the 
French Crown muſt add great Weight to our 
Negotiations, and equitably intitle us to 
many Advantages which we might not other- 
wiſe have been able to obtain: Not to ſay 
what Influence our having ſo long held it, 
and intimately known its State, Connexions, 
and Dependances, may have on ſettling and 
conducting that Colony to our adjacent Pro- 
vince of Nova Scotia, which under the Di- 
vine Bleſſing (to which I hope we ſhall fer- 
vently recommend it,) may be productive of 
ſignal Advantages, and prove an happy Equi- 
valent for what it has been neceſſary to re- 
ſign. 
1 theſe Things the Arm of the Lox p hath 
been made bare; and leſt the Part which we 
ourſelves have had 3 in them, ſhould make us 
leſs ſenſible of it, Gop bath been pleaſed to 
interpoſe in other Inſtances, where we could 

retend to no Share of Glory. In this View, 
beſides what I faid of the renewed Wonders 
of Providence in ſo favourable a Diſpoſition 


of

of the Winds *, we have great Reaſon to 
reflect on the Scarcity of Provifions in France, 
while we were enriched with Plenty, for 
many ſucceſſive Years. And though in the 
mean time Diſtempers reigned among our 
horned Cattle, yet, bleſſed be Gop, never to 
ſuch a Degree as in ſome neighbouring Coun- 
tries, where various Proviſions were raiſed to 
almoſt three Times their former Value. And 
the Fertility of our Sheep, as well as of our 
Lands, while our Kine have been viſited and 
afflicted, is never to be reflected upon with- 
out orateful Acknowledgement ; as it hath 
not only moderated the Price of our Food, 
but furniſhed us abundantly for thoſe Manu- 
factures, the Trade of which has been carried 
on extenſively abroad, ſo much to our na- 
tional Advantage ; in Conſequence of which 
we have been much better able to ſupport the 
neceſſary Expence of the War. And this 
has taught our Enemies to look upon us, not 
as an exhauſted ruined /People, but as thoſe 
who. had: ſtill Reſources ſufficient to render 
them formidable, and whom it was not their 
Intereſt to provoke to the laſt Extremities. 

I am indeed ſenſible, there are ſome, who 
being themſelves ſurrounded with all the 
Bleſſings of Plenty, and attentive only to ac-

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cidental Perſonal Advantages,” or to the happy 
Conſequences which might have attended' 
ſome ſucceſsful Action on the Seas, or in the 
Field, at a Criſis like that which has lately 


occurred, regret the Pacification in which we 


are this Day called to rejoice. But ſuch 


ſhould temper theſe fanguine Views, by re- 


memberine, how poſſible it was that another 


Action might have been unſuccetsful to Us 
and Oar Allies, and how dreadful the Conſe- 
quences of this muſt have been to the publick 
Cauſe, and even to. Britain itſelf ; whoſe 
Army might then probably have been otterly 
cut ol, and whoſe Naval Strength might not 
have been able to have Jefenided it, if the 
Wealth and Shipping of Holland had fallen 
into the Hand that was ſtretched out over 
them. The View indeed is fo affecting, that 
it 1s painful to dwell upon it ; and one trem- 
bles to think of caſting the Die for ſo deep a 
Stake, had the Chance been more equal than 
it ſeems to have been. But one of the firſt 
unhappy Events which might have attended 
the Riſque, leads us to reflect on that fignal 
Ie en of Heaven, which, in the Hour 
of Extremity, and with a Hand conſpicuous 
to the whole World, raiſed the Houſe of 


Orange to ſuch diſtinguiſhed Dignity and 


Power, whereby the Strength of the Low 
Fo PRI is drawn into a Point, and a Steadi- 


neſs and Weight is given to their Councils ; 


which will render them reſpectable in oh 
Eyes

Eyes of all Europe, and muſt ſurely put it 
out of the Power of any neighbouring States, 
to traverſe our Intereſt in them, and to do 
prive us of their important Aſſiſtance, if fu- 
ture Emergencies ſhould ariſe. From this 
ſurprizing Event, with many others which 
have occurred of late Years, 


IV. Let us take Occaſion to reflect on the 


Vanity of Human Ambition, 


Some of its fatal Effects we „ 
faw ; and I perſuade myſelf, the Hoſtilities 
which were exchanged between us and our 
Neighbours, could not ſo far ſteel our Hearts 
againſt all Sentiments of Hamanity, as that 
we ſhould not tenderly regret on their Side, 
as well as on our own, the many Sacrifices 
which were made to that mercileſs Demon. 
And who mult not now be ſtruck, to obſerve 
how it has repaid its Votaries ! We may hope, 
it will be a Leſſon of Wiſdom, Moderation, 
and Juſtice, to diſtant Nations, and to future 
Ages, when they hear and read, how after 
ſo vaſt an Expence of Blood. and Treaſure, 
after ſo many fine Provinces harrafſed, ſo 
many rich Cities plundered; ſo many Thou- 


ſands and Myriads ſlain in their Prime, the 


Conſequence of all ſhould be, to quit what 
| had been thus violently uſurped, with 'this 
only Conſolation, or little but this, that the 


Places through which the fanguinary Procel-'

ſion had paſſed, were left leſs populous, leſs 
beautiful, leſs opulent, than they had been 
found, and that perhaps a Day had ruined: 
what. Nature and Art had been Years in 


forming. Can we imagine, that if France 


could have foreſeen, how France would have 
been lacerated, chaſtiſed, and exhauſted, not 
to ſay in many Inſtances diſgraced, it would 
have purchaſed the Diſquiet of Flanders, of 
Germany, of 1taly, of Britain, at ſo dear a 
Rate? Surely it would be unjuſt to ſuſpect 
that, or any Nation under Heaven, of ſo 
much 4; ifinterefled Malevolence. But, as In 
the Inſtance of Edom, it may juſtly be laid, 
The Pride of their Heart hath decei ved them ; 
and the Men of their Confederacy, the Aux- 
iliary Forces on which they ſo much relied, 
have only brought them back to their own 
impoveriſhed Border (x). The River roſe with 
Impetuoſity, and deluged the Lands on either 
Side; it bore down their Ornaments, and 
their Wealth, into a Sea of Deſtruction; and 


now its Force and Fury are ſpent, it runs, 


not unſullied, within its former Channel. 
While we reflect upon this, and perhaps 
ſuppreſs in our Minds ſome of thoſe Reflec- 
tions which will naturally ariſe upon it, let 
us pray, that wiſer and more equitable, as 
well as more benevolent, Meaſures and Prin- 
ciples may prevail among the Rulers of the 


Earth,

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Earth. And let us rejoice, that the Counſels 
of Britain, and the Conduct of that gene- 
rous Prince who preſides over them, may 
teach the Nations Honour and good Faith. 
The Glory of our Sovereign in this Reſpect 
muſt be the Joy and Boaſt of his People, far 
beyond what the Trophies of Conqueſt could 
yield: And it muſt give a Satisfaction, not 
to be parallel'd by any little momentary Ad- 
vantages which a contrary Conduct might 
promiſe, that Poſterity will teſtify for his Bri- 
tannick Majeſty, how religiouſly his Treaties 
have been obſerved, and his Engagements ful- 
filyd ; in Conſequence of which his Throne 
bas ſtood firm againſt all Efforts to ſhake it, 
_ ſupported by the grateful Affection of a Free 
People, ſupported above all by the Omnipo- 
tent Guardian of Juſtice and Truth. 


V. Let the Scenes crobph which we have 
| Paſſed, teach us to value and cultivate 
Peace at Home. 


The publick Virtues of a Prince take off 
very much from the Merit of Loyalty; and 
in an Aſſembly like this I need not urge, how 
much thoſe of Ours would increaſe the Infamy 
of Diſaffection. May they who need ſuch 
Kind of Leſſons more, refſect how ſadly our 
Diſſentions at Home have weakened our 
Strength and our Importance Abroad, Taught 
9 what the Common Intereſt has ſuffered by 

them, 
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them, let us exert the. utmoſt Influence of 
our Examples, our Perſuaſions, and our 
Prayers, to unite all around us in Attachment 
to our illuſtrious King and his Family, and 
in unfeigned Love to each other. And Oh 
that He, whoſe powerſul Influence alone can 
effect it, would ſo ſubdue every unkind 
Suſpicion and unfriendly Prejudice, . as to 
promote our Civil and Ecclefraſtical Union in 


Degrees which have been hitherto unknown! 


A Civil and Political Union ſeems ſo eaſy un- 
der a Government like ours, that one: would 
wonder any ſhould oppoſe it, who have not 
ſome unnatural Antipathy to ar and 
Proſpetity, or whoſe deſperate Circumſtances 
and Characters do not apparently give them 
an Intereſt in the Confuſion of the Publick. 

In Religious Affairs, miſtaken Principles con- 
ſcientiouſly admitted and retained may create 
mutual Difficulties, which may embarraſs the 
moſt faithful and affectionate Counſellors of 
Peace; not to ſay, how far Secular Intereſt 
may, in ſome Caſes, increaſe the Embarraſ- 
ment. But let us humbly look up to that uni- 
verſally acknowledged, but alas almoſt as uni- 
verſally neglected, Head f the Church, to whoſe 
all-healing Energy no Evils are incurable; that 
he may diffuſe thoſe gentle but powerful In- 


fluences of the Spirit of Love, which may 
effectually prevent our reviling or ſuſpecting, 
our judging and deſpiſing each other. As for 
, while under an unwilling Neceſſity of 


con-

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onto a from our Thalia, — 
we uſe thankful, peaceful, and unenvie 
the Liberty which 2 Laws of Gov and Man 
allow! and may growing Experienee more 
fully teach Proteſtants of every Denomina- 
tion, How good and pleaſant it is for Brethren; 
tho' perhaps in different Habits and Afem- 
lies; to dioell together in Unity (y); how much 
Beauty, and Pleaſare, and Strength, are ad- 
ded to the Community, when it is cemented 
by fuch Bonds! Which leads me to a yet 
more extenſive RefleCtion, | 


VI. Let what has paſted, teach us to con- 
duct ourſelves, and all under our In- 
fluence, by ſuch Rules of Prudence 
and Virtue, as may have a natural Ten- 
deney to increaſe our national Strength 


1 would not cloud the Feſtivity of a Day 
like this, by any thing which might appear 
an inauſpicious Inſinuation as to the Peace ſo 
lately eſtabliſhed : May it be as laſting, as it is 
welcome to any who are concerned in it ; and 
may Providence give our Children's Children 
to rejoice in 'its happy Conſequences !

of them continue Seven Years, It is how- 
ever evident, that nothing will tend more 
to perpetuate this Pacification, than our be- 
ing ſo. provided againſt a contrary Event, 
that none of our Neighbours , may find it 
their Intereſt, if by a fatal Relapſe it ſhould 
be their b "aig to diſturb us. 
There are natural and political Precautions. 
to be taken for this Purpoſe, which will 
wndoubtedly be the Care of our Governors, 
and concerning the Particulars of which 
norie but they who have the Management 
of publick Affairs can competently judge: 
Pat there are others, and thoſe on the whole 
ot leſs important, which are of ſuch a Na- 
ons as well becomes the Teachers of Re- 
ligion to recommend and enforce; I mean, 
the cultivating thoſe Moral Diſpoſitions, \ with- 
out which we may venture to ſay, that none 
other can have a ſufficient Efficacy for the 
general Safety. 
And here no Thought more "rolls o- 
curs, than the Neceſſity of endeavouring to 
euib that Taſte for Luxury and pleaſurable 
Expence, which has done ſo much to ener- 
vate, diſgrace, and impoveriſh us. One 
would imagine, that the Degree to which 
our Finances mult neceſſarily have been ex- 
hauſted during fo long and expenſive a War, 
ſhould enforce_ a prudent Frugality on all 
who have any Regard for the publick Good. 
Bu inftcad of this, were we to judge from 
bhe

the glaring Objects which ery where ſtrike 
us, a conſiderate Man would be tempted to 
| ſulpect, that the whole Nation, if it acted 
on any Scheme at all, was fallen into the un- 
happy Artifice whereby ſo many particular 
Perſons have been undone; I mean, that of 
fancying a Credit may be eſtabliſhed among 
their Neighbours, by making a gay Figure, 
when there is leaſt to ſupport it. True Pru- 
dence would certainly teach us, to endeavour 
to retrieve our Affairs, while are 3 is a Poſſi- 
bility of doing it, by impoſing on ourſelves 

thoſe Sumptuary Laws, (if J may be allowed 
the Expreſſion,) which the Indulgence of our 


Superiors ſpares us; that a vain Parade, 


and an exceſſive ' Delicacy in the Articles of 
Food and Dreſs, of Furniture and. Equipage, 
may not melt down our Spirits, and increaſe 
our Neceſſities; and ſo make us the more ag- 
ceſſible to Corruption, the more averſe to 
thoſe Labours and Dangers, which. if we 
know not how reſolutely to face, we ſhall 
in Conſequence of that be forced to meet, 
and perhaps the' ſooner when we turn our 
Backs upon an Enemy to avoid them.
